Jan is not using it, and enter data gleaned from the Chapter Reports. In the past two years it has not always reached the main file. 
This year every membership list is being checked and any discrepancies are being returned to the Secretary so they can make 
appropriate changes in their files. It appears, from the notes received, that the At-Large membership lists furnished this year, for 
the first time, are a great gold mine for the Chapters. That is good news. Our next project is to supply a Delinquent listing, by 
States, to every Chapter of record. That will probably take place early this summer.

Names, Callsigns and One’s Identity 


Dear Editor: 

Just received my copy of the 
Journal. Haven't finished reading it yet, just 
Harry’s editorial, but I wanted to comment 
on that before I forgot what I wanted to say. 
We old codgers forget quickly and easily. 

Harry makes the point that your 
amateur call letters are your identity—sort of 
like your name, I guess. So Harry changed 
his call to reflect his name. Why didn't he 
change his name to reflect his call, and 
become Harry Tuk? It’s a lot shorter than 
Dannals and a lot different. You won’t run 
into many people named Tuk, but quite a few 
named Dannals, maybe even some named 
Harry Dannals. If Harry had kept W2TUK, 
he would now be the only person ever to 
have held that call. But W2HD (without the 
“W") had been issued before (I found his 
QSL in some of my old cards and sent it to 
Harry), maybe more than once, And Harry 
was well known as W2TUK, not known at 
all at first as W2HD. 

My original call was W3AMR 
(1930) and it was a neat call, had a very nice, 
melodic CW swing. I loved it. When I moved 
to Connecticut to join the ARRL staff, I 
became W1NIJM, not nearly so nice a call. I 
kept W3AMR at our family farm in 
Pennsylvania until 1973 when we sold it (the 
farm, that is), and at that time I could have 
kept W3AMR and discarded WINJM. But I 
was “known as” WINJM; so I kept it and 
discarded W3AMR. amidst much weeping 
and gnashing of teeth (yeah, I still have ‘em). 

When John Huntoon changed his 
call from W1LVQ to WIRW, I passed him in 
the corridor at 225 Main St. one day and 
stared at him. He stopped and asked me what 
I was staring at, and I said, “Aren’t you the 
former John Huntoon?” He laughed 
[derisively] and continued on his way. 

I am constantly running into hams 
on the air who call me by my first name, 
having recognized my call. I don’t know 
them. They tell me their former call and 
[then] | immediately recognize them (well, 
usually), It’s a little irksome, at times. I think 
FCC should assign calls methodically and 
that we should stick with the call we are 
stuck with. If that’s our amateur identity, we 
shouldn't be allowed to change it at a whim 
or a ten dollar bill. (Jt appears closer to 
seven 10 dollar bills, now—ed.) 

But I had my come-uppance one 
day not so long ago. I was monitoring the 
WIAW repeater when I heard some one ask 
for directions to [ARRL] headquarters. I 
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obliged, and we chatted awhile. He said he 
has been reading QST for over 30 years and 
maybe if I told him my full name he would 
recognize it, So I did, and he said, “Nope. 
Doesn’t ring a bell.”

Dear Editor: 

After receiving my latest copy of the 
QCWA Joumal and immediately noticing it’s 
new format and layout I thought I would take 
the time to carefully evaluate all aspects of the 
publication. In doing this, I requested assistance 
from my wife, Mary, WB4ALU a former 
graphics artist and layout editor. My overall 
impressions are as follows: 

Paper Quality: I immediately 
noticed this difference because my issue was 
tom, wrinkled, and frayed. I assume this was 
due, in part, because of the lighter bond of paper 
used, The earlier issues seemed to be of heavier 
paper and therefore more durable. The paper 
used now seems to be of recycled paper? It is 
coarser and slightly darker in overall 
sheen/color. 

First Impression: Other than 
immediately noticing the paper quality, I first 
thought the issue was a WorldRadio publication 
rather than the QCWA Journal. WorldRadio 
seems to be similarly laid out and produced. 
This impression could be positive or negative 
depending upon the reader. I personally like 
WorldRadio because of “content” not looks. If 
QCWA, in my opinion fails to deliver in 
“content,” then my overall impression may be 
negative because it may not live up to my 
expectations. It had some similar articles as 


WorldRadio but not near (or should it be) the 
technical quality/volume. Once this was 
decided, I then scanned...I was somewhat 
disappointed as explained below. 

Front Page: There is definitely a 
change in format. It seems a little more 
“friendly” and informal. The previous format 
was definitely more formal and appealing to 
anyone attuned to visual attractiveness. The 
Journal now looks cheaper, but as mentioned 
previously, because of it’s similarity in looks to 
WorldRadio, | eagerly flipped through it looking 
for “WorldRadio—type” articles (antennas, 
mobile, DX, etc.). I did definitely notice the 
$3.75 price. I have mixed emotions regarding 
this. After scanning the issue, I personally 
would not have paid $3.75 for it probably 
because I was expecting something 
different...WorldRadio—type articles, _ etc. 
Others, on the other hand, may feel differently. 
Are we trying to appeal to all, to certain 
segments of the amateur radio population, to the 
younger members, to the more elderly, etc.? 
Only time will tell and we should be flexible 
enough to respond accordingly and timely. 

Purchasing Copies: Allowing non- 
members to subscribe and purchase copies of 
the Jounal, can be useful. On the other hand, it 
can be a “double edged” sword. As mentioned 
earlier, just by scanning the issue, I probably 
would not have felt it was worth the price. 
Why? Very simply because the Journal, while 
progressing very rapidly in professionalism in 
the past few years and especially while under 
the auspices of Jim Walsh, does not have 
sufficient articles for the amateurs interested in 
the 50’s, 60’s, and 70’s (the very ones we need 
to be addressing our marketing strategy to). 
However, if this is a small effort toward 

i the “Associate membership” 
question, then I’m ALL for it! Again, only time 
will tell. 

Type Size: I predict considerable 
negative feedback regarding this particular 
point. As the past editor for Chapter 49[‘s 
newsletter], I truly leamed and now greatly 
respect our membership’s physical limitations, 
including visual problems which seem to be 
more evident as we all age. My wife was the 
first to point out that I should not use 
compressed print to save space and money. She 
was correct and I changed immediately and 
sacrificed spaced but gained readers who 
otherwise would have had great difficulty in 
reading the articles. Previous issues of the 
Joumal were very, very pleasing to the eye but 
required more valuable space. While I am able 
to read the newer issues, I only hope that others 
that may have visual limitations can and will do 
$0. 

Page Layout: As mentioned earlier, 
the smaller type size should save valuable 
space. Likewise, the use of three (3) columns, 
rather than just two (2), again will further save 
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space. While I personally have no problems 
with such layouts, I think the more elderly will 
find it difficult to read. Again previous issues of 
QCWA Journal probably could have used typing 
space more effectively but again, at what cost to 
the readers. The photographs are definitely 
smaller and I feel they are less appealing when 
compared to QST, 73, WorldRadio, etc. I 
personally think they should be somewhere in 
size between the previous photos published in 
earlier issues and those now. My wife pointed 
out a “snafix” which, although I did not notice, 
she readily did. Our chapter’s write-up was on 
one page and a photo on the next page. I found 
this to be confusing. 

Variety Of Articles: There is a 
definite need in providing more of a variety 
which I think the previous issues started to do. 
Maybe this new approach will work. I do, and I 
always emphasize this, as the number of QCWA 
members who hail from the 50’s, 60’s, and 70’s 
increase, so should the articles for/by them. I 
have stated most unsuccessfully in previous 
suggestions to QCWA that our loss in 
membership at the local level may be due to 
these same people not renewing their National 
QCWA membership...not because of failing to 
renew local memberships! I am hopeful this will 
be addressed. I personally did NOT like the 
QCWW title. I feel we all are under the 
QCWA...men, women, White, Black, etc. To 
specifically address women by giving them a 
separate “name” is divisive plus it seems to 
make them not a part of QCWA. 

In conclusion, I was disappointed in 
this particular issue. I commend the new Editor 
for attempting to be flexible and trying new 
approaches with articles, etc. but not by 
changing the quality of the paper, format, 
photos, and print size. I have tried very carefully 
to evaluate this issue very fairly and open- 
mindedly. I'm sure I have not addressed all 
issues nor do I understand all of the impacting 
factors from National’s standpoint but I have 
tried to be as open-minded as possible. WHY 
SHOULD I SPEND SO MUCH TIME AND 
EFFORT EVALUATING THIS? Very 
simply...I have held at least 15 differing official 
positions in local, state, and regional amateur 
radio clubs/groups, etc. I have learned very early 
that the general membership WANTS and 
DEMANDS feedback, information, etc, 
Newsletters and the like provide this feedback 
and also encourage the sharing of information 
and “team bonding.” I’m sure you are well 
aware of this. Thank you very much and I 
sincerely hope I have not “Tuffled anyone’s 
feathers” but please remember I am only 
attempting to assist because I truly appreciate 
QCWA, what all of you are doing, and the 
resulting friendship. I think very kindly of this 
fine organization! Thank you.

QCWA Considering Filing on Vanity Call Sign Proposal: 
According to President Harry Dannals, W2HD, the Board of 
Directors of QCWA is considering filing a response to the 
FCC’s proposal to issue so called “vanity” call signs (See “FCC 
Highlights” column, page 13). Dannals stated that it has been 
the goal of QCWA leadership for years to entreat the FCC to 
allow the reissuance of formerly held call signs. 

Now that the FCC is proposing that amateurs may be 
able to select their call signs, the leadership feels that QCWA 
members and others who had to give up their calls when they 
moved out of a district several years ago should be allowed a 
special window of opportunity to reclaim that lost call. 

The proposal would be for the applicant to have a 
certain timeframe of, perhaps 90 days, after the regulations go 
into effect and before the selection process is opened to anyone in 
order for a person to apply for the “lost call.” Among the 
requirements would be that the person must prove that he or she 
had previously held the call. 

In a related item, the ARRL has asked the FCC for an 
extension of time of the filing period because it’s leadership feels 
that the present time length (which is due to expire while this 
issue of the Journal is being printed) is inadequate for amateurs 
to be able to respond to such an important proposal as this. 


Journal Editor to be on Ham Radio & More Talk Show: Joe 
Lynch, N6CL, the editor of the Journal, will be interviewed on 
the Ham Radio & More talk show on March 20th. Lynch is 
expected to talk about his new position as editor of the Journal, 
the future of QCWA, and a wide range of other topics.

FCC Highlights

NTIA Actions Threaten 13 cm Ham Band: (This first topic is 
largely based on the lead story in the “WS5YI Report” newsletter 
for March 1, 1994.) 

A new law requiring the government to give up 
spectrum for commercial use has resulted in a proposal to 
reallocate part of the 13 cm band. This ham band is currently 
divided into two segments, 2300-2310 MHz and 2390-2450 
MHz, These segments are currently available on a secondary, 
non-interference basis to hams holding licenses of Technician 
Class and above. 

Within the Amateur Radio community, especially by 
AMSAT, the Radio Amateurs Satellite Corporation, this band 
has been viewed as critical to current and future amateur radio 
expansions, especially amateur space operations. While use of 
the band by amateur satellite operation is recognized around the 
world, other specialties also use portions of the band for 
transmissions of their signals, 

A portion of the band, centered around 2304 MHz, is 
used for experimentation by those who specialize in the “weak- 
signal” aspect of the hobby. This experimentation includes 
tropospheric enhancement and EME (earth-moon-earth) 
communications. Additionally, amateur television enthusiasts 
have developed and are currently using ATV transmitters and 
repeaters with outputs in the 2418-2430 MHz range. 

The National Telecommunications and Information 
Agency, a branch of the Department of Commerce, has issued 
guidelines that could adversely impact major portions of this 
band. Charged with authorization to study the entire frequency 
spectrum for available frequencies for possible FCC auctions 
(actually license auctions), The NTIA has targeted the 13 cm 
ham band in its first actions. 

The Department of Defense is the largest government 
user of this spectrum, mostly for testing of radio location 
antennas and receivers, airborne navigation systems and 
operation of enemy radar simulators. As typical with so many of 
the VHF and above frequencies, the Amateur Radio Service 
“piggy-backs” along with the military on a secondary (to the 
military and other services) usage. 

Unfortunately, because of the down sizing of the 
military, the NTIA reasons that this band is ceasing to be of 
critical need to the military. And, with this tie-in to the military, 
the Amateur Radio Service could bear complementary damage. 

While the NTIA reasons that the band is little used by 
the hams, it does recognize that amateur space communications 
is a viable use of the band. Therefore, it is setting aside the 
segment of 2400-2402 MHz for such experimentation. However, 
the spectrum of 2300-2310 MHz, which is currently used by the 
weak signal operators, is slated for release by January 1, 1996. 
And the spectrum of 2418-2430 MHz, which is used by the 
ATV operators, is slated for immediate release. 

AMSAT President, Bill Tynan, W3XO (and fellow 
QCWaAer), expressed doubts as to the dependability of the 
availability of this small segment. In the “WSYI Report” Tynan 
is quoted as saying, “...a little piece of spectrum like that is 
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vulnerable. It would be easy to take two more megahertz there 
and drop reallocation of some other part that is more vigorously 
defended.” 

Tynan also states, “We're using the 2400 MHz area 
tight now for the DOVE satellite and for AMSAT-OSCAR 13. 
We have shown the utility of this band. It will become a 
mainstay of the Phase III D satellite to be launched in 1996.” 

Initial reports from the ARRL indicate that the League 
is gearing up for a strong defense of the 13 cm ham band. 
Executive Vice-President Dave Sumner, K1ZZ (another fellow 
QCWaAer), stated in a letter to the Directors of the League, that 
the actions of the NTIA amount to a “wake-up call” alerting the 
amateur radio service to this potential spectrum loss and the 
possibility of others in the future. 

QCWA Journal editor, Joe Lynch, N6CL, who writes 
the VHF column for CQ magazine views the potential loss of 
the spectrum in the eyes of the VHF operator. Nevertheless, he 
urges QCWaAers to view the threat from a global perspective. 
Lynch states, “While probably the vast majority of QCWAers 
have never operated on this band, and never hope to either, this 
lack of activity should not translate into a lack of interest in 
protecting Amateur Radio spectrum. To the contrary, any threat 
to any part of the Amateur Radio spectrum should be viewed as 
a threat to the Amateur Radio Service as a whole.” 

As explained by Tynan above, the amateur satellite 
service already has plans for the band and long range planners 
of usage of the Amateur Radio spectrum envision expansion of 
existing modes of communications currently taking place on 
this band and the expansion into this band of FM repeater 
operations. By way of illustrating these plans, one can take a 
quick look at page 49 of the 1994-1994 ARRL Repeater 
Directory to see the adopted band plan for this ham band. 

While the military and Amateur Radio Service seem to 
be the most adversely affected by the NTIA proposals, 
manufacturers and users of non-licensed (exempt under Part 15 
of the FCC rules) local area network (LAN) computer linking 
devices also view the proposal as a threat to usage of their 
equipment. Interestingly, it appears that before the dust is 
settled on this issue, there will be plenty of opposition to the 
NTIA’s proposal from many different services. 


Petition for Re-transmission of Emergency Broadcasts 
Denied: The FCC has denied a Petition for Rulemaking (from 
Ray J. Vaughan, KD4BBM, Miami Lakes, FL) secking 
permission for amateur stations to re-transmit emergency or 
warning communications originated by government or 
broadcast service stations. 

The petition requested that Section 97.113(e) of the 
Commission’s Rules be amended to permit the automatic or 
manual transmission of emergency or warning communications 
originated by federal, state, or local government or broadcast 
stations, and the operational testing of such emergency 
communication systems on amateur service frequencies above 
30 MHz. 


Robert H. McNamara, Chief of FCC Special Services 
Division, advised Vaughan that “...when normal 
communications systems are overloaded, damaged or disrupted 
because a disaster has occurred, or is likely to occur...an 
amateur station may make transmissions necessary to meet 
essential communications needs and facilitate relief actions. The 
rules also state that when a disaster disrupts normal 
communication systems in a particular area, the FCC Engineer- 
in-Charge in the area concerned may declare a temporary state 
of communication emergency and set forth any special 
conditions and special rules to be observed by stations during 
the communication emergency.” (See Sec. 97.401-407.) 

Further, amateur stations are authorized to exchange 
emergency messages: (1) with a station in other FCC regulated 
Services (Sec. 97.111(a)(2); (2) U.S. Government stations 
necessary to providing communications in RACES, the Radio 
Amateur Civil Emergency Service (Sec. 97.111(a)(3); and (3) a 
station in a service not regulated by the FCC but approved by 
the FCC to communicate with amateur stations (Sec. 
97.111(a)(4). 

McNamara said the issue of re-transmission of 
government broadcasts was also considered in 1989, when the 
FCC declined to authorize such re-transmissions because these 
transmissions (presumably the emergency or warning 
transmissions originated by government or broadcast service 
stations) can be widely received using very affordable receivers, 
This is still true today, and therefore, the FCC can see no reason 
to allow the use of amateur service frequencies for additional re- 
transmissions. 


Rules Amended Concerning 222-225 and 1240-1300 MHz 
Bands: On November 30, 1992, the FCC adopted a Notice of 
Proposed Rule Making proposing (1) to create a subband in the 
222-225 MHz band where repeaters would be prohibited; (2) to 
authorize frequency privileges for Novice Class operators in the 
entire 222-225 MHz band, and (3) to allow Novice Class 
operators to be licensees and control operators of repeaters in 
the 222-225 MHz band as well as in the 1270-1295 MHz 
segment of the 1240-1300 MHz band. On November 19, 1993, 
the Commission adopted the proposed rules on establishment of 
a subband and authorization of privileges for Novices in the 
entire 222-225 MHz band, but declined to adopt the proposal 
relating to Novices as control operators and licensees of 
repeaters in either band. 

The Commission considered carefully the comments 
for and against establishing a protected subband. They agreed 
with the ARRL that it is desirable that there be a uniform, 
nationwide subband where experimental operations can take 
place unaffected by repeater use. The concluded that the public 
interest would be served by establishing a protected subband at 
222,000-222.150 MHz. 

The proposal to expand the privileges of Novice Class 
operators by authorizing them the entire 222-225 MHz band 
met with a very favorable response from the commentors. 

There was general agreement that authorizing Novice 
Class operators additional frequency privileges would provide 
an opportunity for them to become proficient in a wider variety 
of amateur service operations. In addition, Novice Class 


operators will have more flexibility in selecting the mode of 
transmission that they want to use. 

There was significant opposition to the Commission’s 
proposal to permit Novice Class operators to serve as licensees 
and control operators of repeaters in the 222-225 and 1240- 
1300 MHz bands, In view of the lack of substantial support by 
the amateur community for granting Novice Class operators 
these additional privileges, the Commission decided not to 
amend the Rules in this respect. It was noted, in this 
connection, that the distinction between the Novice and 
Technician Classes would be diminished by granting Novices 
the proposed repeater privileges. 


Vanity Call Sign System Proposed by the FCC: On December 
29, 1993, the FCC released a Notice of Proposed Rule Making 
(NPRM: PR Docket 93-305) on amendment of the amateur 
service Rules to implement a vanity call sign system. This 
NPRM marks the beginning of action on the long-awaited 
general solution to the matter of requests for “special” call 
signs. 

The Notice says in part: “Information age technology is 
providing the capability to administer a vanity call sign system 
and provide better and more friendly service to our customers. 
The Private Radio Bureau's Licensing Division will soon be 
installing a new automated licensing process that will provide 
greater flexibility in licensing. With the added capability, we 
can now propose to amend the rules to implement a system 
whereby amateur station licensees could select call signs of their 
choice, provided they are not already assigned. This vanity call 
sign system would be in addition to the current sequential call 
sign system that we would continue to use for those applicants 
who do not want a vanity call sign.” 

Applicants for a vanity call sign would list a maximum 
of ten call signs in order of preference. The automated process 
would compare the applicant's list with the assigned call signs 
in the groups designated in the sequential call sign system for 
the applicant's class of operator license. (Emphasis ours.) The 
first available call sign from the applicant's list would then be 
assigned. If none of the call signs listed are available, the 
automated process would reassign the call sign that the 
applicant had vacated. The vanity call sign(s) listed by the 
applicant must be within the framework of the sequential call 
sign assignment system, wherein certain groups of call signs 
are designated for each class of operator license. Applicants, 
therefore, could choose call signs from the groups 
corresponding to their license classes or lower license classes. 
(Emphasis ours.) 

The Appendix to the NPRM includes proposed new 
text for Section 97.19, to be titled “Application for a vanity call 
sign.” (Existing Sections 97.19 et seq would be renumbered.) 

The deadline for comments was March 7, 1994, and 
for reply comments is April 7, 1994. 

The proposed action overtakes and supersedes an 
earlier Order (May 11, 1993) amending the amateur service 
tules to establish call sign administrators for club and military 
recreation stations. Consequently, the earlier Order was 
rescinded by Memorandum Opinion and Order also dated 
December 29, 1993.

QCWA History, A Brief Synopsis

t was 7 P.M. on the evening of 
[rs December Sth, 1947, in an 

upstairs room of Pappas Restaurant 
on 14th St., in New York City. Gathered 
were 34 young men who, unknowingly, 
were making amateur wireless history. 
The 34 were Amateur Radio Operators, 
who had been licensed at least 25 years 
before, and were assembled because of 
an idea, originated during a 10 meter 
round table the month before, by John 
DiBlasi, W2FX; Uda Ross, W2UD/OA4J; 
Ed Crane, W2FF; John Gioe, W2FD; Dr. 
Ernest Cyriax, W2DI; and Irving Groves, 
W2DX/K4HT. All are now Silent Keys 
except Irving Groves, K4HT. By 
December 31, 1947 twenty more names 


had been added so that the entire Charter 
Membership numbered fifty-four. 

There were several factors of 
common bondage that made for a very 
nostalgic evening. Licensed 25 years or 
more, indicated 1922 or before, which, in 
turn, meant all had operated in the old 
spark days-a Ford spark coil to start and 
working up to a kW with rotary gap, etc. 
etc.-all operating on or above 200 meters. 

Then came the development of 
CW, the shorter wavelengths, and their 
world of wonders-75, 40, 20, 10, 5, 24%, 
meters, etc., each with different 
characteristics to be developed, explored 
and marveled at. The term “frequencies” 
was not in use in those days. (In fact, my 
original station license of 1922 indicated 
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that I could transmit on wavelengths of 
180, and 190 as well as 200 meters!) 

World War II had ended two 
years before which also resulted in new 
equipment and stories of war experiences. 
There was discussion about the name for 
the new group and the final result, as 
presented by Frank Lester, W2AMJ 
(W4AM)) was “Quarter Century” for the 
25 years, and “Wireless Association” to 
indicate an organization of members who 
had pioneered amateur radio from the 
days of its wireless spark roots. 

Officers elected were: President, 
John DiBlasi, W2FX; Vice President, 
George Droste, W2IN; Secretary, Leon 
Hanson, W2FIT; and Treasurer, Dave 
Talley, W2PF. 


Spring 1994 


Meetings continued twice a year, 
much of the time with over 100 present. 
Speakers of pioneer fame included Paul 
Godley, Hugo Gernsback, Arthur 
Batcheller, Alfred N. Goldsmith, J. O. 
Smith, and many others famous in the 
early days of wireless communications. 
All meetings between 
1947 and 1971 were held 
in New York. The first 
several meetings outside 
New York were held in 
Washington, DC (1972); 
Scottsdale, Arizona 
(1973); Orlando, Florida 
(1974); and Reston, 
Virginia (1975), 

As the years 
rolled by and more and 
more qualified, the 
membership _ increased 
and spread out over the 
United States. By 1951 
there were well over 300 
members. Because it was 
impossible for many 
members to travel the 
distance to New York, it 
was decided to allow 
Chapters to be chartered 
geographically, so that local meetings 
could be held. 

The first Chapter was the 
Cleveland Chapter, Charter Number | on 
January 6, 1951. It has been followed by 
many others totaling over 180 today. 

It is regrettable indeed, that the 
newer members will never know the 
romance and nostalgia generated by the 
development of the pioneer days of 
amateur wireless. 


Of the 54 Charter members, 47 
are now Silent Keys with seven still 
living, including: Irving Groves, K4HT, 
Frank Lester, W4AMJ, Ralph Hasslinger, 
W2CVF, Clarence Seid, W2KW, Bill 
Kennedy, W2AS, Nat Burnett, K4OL, 
and Bob Baird, WINN.

The only cloud on the future 
horizon is the question, “Will the new 
members, inexperienced in wireless 


pioneering, and now a majority, be able to 
identify with the basic principles of its 
organizers, and continue QCWA as a 
fraternal organization, or will it become 
just another club?” 

Will the 25 years continue to 
reflect its origins at 1922, and before, or 
will its basis become 
1960, or even 19702 
Perhaps some of the 
newer members qualify 
for “Quarter Century” but 
not “Wireless 
Association.” 

This has been 
made obvious recently by 
a desire on the part of 
some to change the 
QCWA Logo, designed 
by Charter Member 
W2EA, which has been a 
basic part of QCWA 
since its inception, 
thereby making obsolete 


thousands —_ and 

thousands of logos of the 

past 45 years on 

letterheads, pins, 

newsletters, hot lines, 

pennants, certificates, 

ete, 

Regardless of its future, 


QCWA's great beginning will always live 
on as a monument to the history of 
Amateur Communications. 

We, the surviving founding 
members, sincerely hope it will continue 
to grow without compromising the 
fraternal and historical objectives of its 
founders! 

It has been a great 45 years. In 
fact for me, it’s been a great 71 years!

The Council of Northeastern Chapters of QCWA 


The History Of CONEX

ss ONEX, The Council of Northeastern Chapters of 

QCWA, is a voluntary association of QCWA 
members from Delaware to Maine banded together on an 
informal basis to promote fellowship and increase 
communication between area QCWA members,” announces net 
control David Winter, W2AUF, at the beginning of the CONEX 
net every Sunday at 08:45 local time on 3917 kHz. 

QCWA members usually checking into the net 
informally represent the Founders, Long Island, Hudson Valley, 
Yankee, Nutmeg and Penn-Jersey Chapters. QCWA members 
from other chapters occasionally check in from as far north as 
Maine and as far south as Maryland. The emphasis is on 
“informal” because, under the constitution and by-laws of the 
unincorporated CONEX, every QCWA member in the Northeast 
states, including at-large members, is automatically a member of 
CONEX. There are no dues. 

The main CONEX net activities, in addition to 
fellowship and just having fun, is to coordinate the meetings of 
the chapters in the Greater New York City Area, since many 
members belong to a plurality of chapters, and especially to 
sponsor regional QCWA get-togethers. These include picnics, 
usually at historical locations like Van Courtlandt Manor, 
Philipsburg Restoration, the home of Washington Irving, and a 
tour of St. Christopher’s Inn at Garrison, NY with host Brother 
George Clay, WA2RRK, to name a few recent events. There is 
also an annual tailgate party at West Point at the first Army game 
and, of course, an anniversary meeting for the election of officers 
and directors. And CONEX helps to man QCWA booths at ham 
fests. 

The “anniversary” is that of the founding of QCWA at 
its December 5, 1947 meeting at Pappa’s Restaurant in New 
York City. Thirty-four members, licensed before 1922, were 
present. 

Interestingly, 34 QCWA members also attended 
CONEX’s charter meeting on November 14, 1987, at 
Michelangelo’s Restaurant in East White Plains, New York. The 
Officers elected were: President, Harry Moore, W2JQS (Founders 
Chapter); Vice President, Norm Wesler, K2YEW (Long Island); 
Secretary, Max De Henseler, HB9RS/W2 (Founders); Treasurer, 
Hank Schickler, W2ICW (Founders); and seven directors, Herb 
Nordholm, W1IAO (Nutmeg, Yankee), Robert Ray, WSZMI 
(Delaware Valley), Mike Orifino, W2KO (Long Island), Kate 
Saul, AE2Z (Long Island), QCWA charter member Clarence 
Seid, W2KW (Founders), David Winter, W2AUF (Founders) and 
Sy Yuter, W2NBT (Founders). 

At the Seventh Anniversary Meeting of CONEX at the 
Marriott Hotel in Tarrytown, NY, on December 4, 1993, the 
following officers were elected: President, W2TLC, Herman 
Milatz (Long Island, Founders, Hudson Valley); Vice-President, 
WIIAO, Herb Nordholm (Yankee, Nutmeg, Founders, Hudson 
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Valley); Secretary, K2BHV, Arthur Mayer (Founders, Long 
Island), Treasurer, WD2ADT Julian Heilbroner (Founders, 
Hudson Valley); and six directors: W2OZA, Dick Robinson 
(Hudson Valley), W3TI, Al Briener (Penn-Jersey), KA2IXW, 
John Weber (Founders), W2JQS, Harry Moore (Founders, 
Hudson Valley), W2AUF, Dave Winter (Founders, Long Island, 
Hudson Valley) and W2NBT, Sy Yuter (Founders, Hudson 
Valley). A seventh director's slot has been left open for the 
nearby Northern New Jersey Chapter. 

There are three honorary directors: W2KW, Clarence 
Seid (Founders), W2JE, Gus Gironda (Delaware Valley) and 
W2DP, Francis Percival (Founders, Long Island, Hudson Valley). 
W2JE and W2DP are silent keys; but Clarence, one of the few 
surviving charter QCWA members, goes on forever. 

Harry Moore, W2JQS, had been president of CONEX 
from its charter meeting on November 14, 1987, until December 
1993, when he retired to a director’s position. Harry, the mainstay 
of CONEX, launched the “CONEX CONNECTOR” a newsletter 
of announcements of activities. The mailings are funded by 
donations and profits from meetings and raffles. 

In the early days there were so many CONEX regional 
QCWA activities, including monthly gourmet restaurant get- 
togethers, that Gerry Powell, W2OJW (Northern New Jersey) 
often said that CONEX had more activities than most Senior 
Citizen clubs. 

The major CONEX project was a video history of 
QCWA through video recordings of charter members’ 
recollections under the direction of Walt Shleicher, WM2Z. 
Recorded were Clarence Seid, W2KW, #31, David Talley, 
W2PF, #4 and Frank Lester, W4AMJ, #13. 

CONEX was honored by a request to show the tape at 
the 1993 QCWA Convention in St. Petersburg, Florida. QCWA 
directors occasionally check into the CONEX net and attend 

i Walter Brink, W3WPY and Milton Chaffee, 
WIEFW, and very occasionally Treasurer Wes Randles, 
w4cow. 

CONEX helped Hudson Valley Chapter 181 get started 
under its president Dick Robinson, W20ZA, and gave up 15 
minutes of its 3917 kHz time on Sunday morning, with another 
15 minutes from the QCWA Early Birds net, for the Hudson 
Valley net from 08:15 to 08:45 led by Dick and to reschedule the 
Founders net, led by Dave Winter, W2AUF, to 09:30-10:00 with 
help from the Delaware Valley Chapter 5 net, via its NCS, Russ 
Snedeker, W2EEQ. 


HOW CONEX GOT STARTED 
CONEX got started on the wrong foot and with an 
obsolete goal. 
The wrong foot was by trying to reactivate the then 
dormant Northeastern States Conference of QCWA Chapters, 
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NESCON. NESCON was organized in October 1975 under the 
leadership of charter member Ralph Hasslinger, W2CVF, #23, 
because it was structured as a direct challenge to national QCWA 
to achieve more nationally representative officers. 

The obsolete goal was because electing an officer from 
the Northeast was fulfilled in spades with the election of Harry 
Dannals, W2HD, as QCWA President. Harry and Sy, W2NBT, 
trace their friendship back to their hometown, Hempstead, Long 
Island. Harry’s QSL card (when he was still W2TUK) confirms 
an April 1947 contact with W2NBT—pre QCWA!). At the 
Second Anniversary Meeting of CONEX on November 19, 1988, 
then QCWA presidential candidate Harry Dannals was the guest 
speaker. Harry has always supported CONEX. 

A “renewed” NESCON meeting was scheduled for 
November 14, 1987, by the steering committee: John Weber, 
KAQ2IXW, the president of the Founders Chapter, Irv Filderman, 
W2EAZ, the president of the Long Island Chapter and Sy Yuter, 
W2NBT, Chairman Pro-Tem. They had met at Sy’s home on 
June 20, 1987, together with Carl Todd, AE1H, from the Nutmeg 
Chapter and Harry Moore, W2JQS. The Northern New Jersey 
Chapter was represented by proxy. Ralph, W2CVF, supplied 
detailed information on NESCON history. But the Northern New 
Jersey Chapter, by its president Carl Felt, N2XJ, in a letter to Sy 
dated November 11, rejected the NESCON idea on the ground 
that there was no need for a regional QCWA organization, 
stating that “the ‘old’ NESCON died because it really served no 
Purpose.” 

It was at that point that Sy realized that the NESCON 
idea had touched a raw nerve with national QCWA. So Sy, a 
patent lawyer, proposed to change the name to the Council of 
Northeastern Chapters of QCWA, with the acronym CONEX, 
the “X” standing for “Chapters of QCWA.” And he proposed 
corresponding changes in the constitution and by-laws, which he 
had drafted patterned almost exactly on the QCWA constitution 
and by-laws. And he emphasized that the function of CONEX 
was to strengthen the fellowship phase of QCWA in the 
Northeast and to provide help and advice to chapters having 
difficulty in continuing due to loss of members and inactivity. 
(The experience of John Weber, KA2IXW, in reactivating the 
dormant Metro New York Chapter, later name-changed to 
Founders, was to be put to work, beginning with the dormant 
New England Chapter.) 

On November 13 Sy talked by phone with QCWA 
General Manager Ted Heithecker, WSEJ, about these changes, 
seeking national QCWA approval for the regional group. Ted, 
after consultation with President Leland Smith, WSKL and 
Secretary Jim Walsh, W7LVN, on November 13, asked Sy to put 
the changes in writing, which Sy did on November 15, right after 
the charter CONEX meeting on November 14. 

On November 26 President Smith wrote to Harry, 
W2IQS, to say that the proposed CONEX organization would be 
submitted to Board consideration. But CONEX was not approved 
as a formal organization. 

Ina CONEX meeting at W2KW’s QTH in Middletown, 
NY on June 11, 1988, the CONEX constitution and by-laws were 
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amended to delete incorporation, thus making it an informal 
organization. That reflected the vote of National QCWA on April 
8-9, 1988 recognizing that “several similar organizations 
operated very well on an informal basis,” apparently a reference 
to the other regional council, the Florida Council. And, as an 
informal organization, CONEX did not need formal approval by 
QcwaA. 


WHAT REGIONAL COUNCILS CAN DO FOR QCWA 

The most important functions of a regional council are 
to strengthen the fellowship phase of QCWA, coordinate chapter 
meetings, exchange resources like meetings ideas and speakers, 
help any weak chapters and help to start new chapters. 

Also, one of the QCWA membership problems is the 
drop-out of at-large members who have no contact with a local 
chapter. If there were regional QCWA councils spread across the 
country so that an at-large member could check in on a regional 
council 75-meter net and attend at least an annual council 
meeting, fewer would probably drop out. 

Moreover, a series of regional council nets on 75-meters 
across the country could provide rapid communication of any 
urgent QCWA announcements, by relay between the nets (like 
the early ARRL). Thus, when Ted Heithecker, WS5EJ, became a 
Silent Key, that sad information and the funeral arrangements 
could have been relayed right across the country in just a few 
hours.

Journal Editor Visits Cuba

s a member of a United Methodist church in Oklahoma 
A T have traveled to countries on short term mission trips 
for construction purposes. Following the devastation of 
Hurricane Hugo, I went to Montserrat for a week long trip to repair a 
roof on a church. Following the earthquake in Costa Rica I traveled 
to that country to help build houses. 

Last summer, as president of the Central States VHF 
Society, I had as my guest Amie Coro, CO2KK, for our annual 
conference. Amie spoke at the seminars and at the banquet, giving 
excellent speeches about how American hams have been 
instrumental in helping him and his fellow Cuban hams over the 
years. 

In private meetings with Amie, he told me of the changes 
in religious freedom taking place within Cuba. He spoke of 
relaxations that have occurred following the 1984 visit of Rev. Jesse 
Jackson. He also told me of how Protestant church groups outside 
the country were now being allowed into the country to work with 
indigenous churches in Cuba. 

Not being a “doubting Thomas,” I still was curious of 
these changes that Amie spoke of. Therefore, when it was 
announced that a team from the Oklahoma Conference of the UMC 
would be organized to travel to Cuba in February, I decided that I 
wanted to be on it. 

On February 4, I, along with 12 others, traveled to Havana. 
At the airport in Havana we were met by Phil Wingeier-Rayo, an 
American missionary who was to accompany us to the Methodist 
group house. I was also met by Amie, his wife, Olguita, and his son, 
Amie, Jr., CM2KW. 

Amie asked Phil for permission to transport me to the 
group house, which was easily granted. On the way, Amie showed 
me a bit of downtown Havana. 

One building that Amie pointed out, in particular, was the 
National Library building. He told me that many of the national 
treasures were preserved in that building and that even in the worst 
of times of lack of cooperation between Cuba and the U.S., there 
remained in place a cooperative agreement between the curators at 
the National Library and the Smithsonian Institute in Washington, 
De. 

After our arrival at the group house Amie his family and I 
were able to spend some time visiting before Amie, Jr., who was 
driving his family, had to return to work. 

Lunch with my team at the group house was followed by a 
meeting with Phil and Joel Fernandez, the Methodist bishop for 
Cuba. He told us of what we were going to be doing and gave us a 
brief history lesson of religion in Cuba. Following our meetings we 
boarded the vans and drove to Cifuentes. 

Arriving around 11:30 PM, we were ready for bed. We 
bunked with seminary students in a barn-like building that is part of 
a seminary compound. This was to be our home for the next several 
days. 

‘i Our job in Cifuentes was to work with the Cuban 
contractors and parishioners in helping them clear off a lot, which 
was the site of the old Methodist church, and prepare it for 


construction of a new church/parsonage. The building had been 
previously torn down because it was in such a state of disrepair. 

The next day we immediately went to work on clearing the 
lot. From Saturday through Wednesday we worked alongside 
members of the church in clearing the lot, digging trenches, 
preparing forms for the foundation, and mixing and pouring 
concrete. We also had opportunities to visit with citizens of the 
town, who would happen by and be curious about the Americans 
visiting and working there. 

In the evenings we attended church meetings or visited 
with the citizens in Cifuentes. We found complete freedom of 
worship in the church services and freedom of exchange in our 
conversations with the locals with no restriction on what we could or 
could not talk about. 

As a ham I am always on the lookout for fellow hams. I 
met three of the twenty in the town of a population of 5,000. They 
are: Luis Hernandez, CM6LX, Pastor Perez, CM6PD, and 
Humberto Diaz, CM6HH. 

Luis is a member of the congregation and worked with us 
on the church project. Pastor is the president of the local radio club 
and works for the local ministry of health. In that capacity he is in 
charge of mosquito infestation control. Humberto is employed 
elsewhere in the community. 

In describing our work activities above, I said “we” but I 
must confess that I did not work the whole time. The reason that I 
did not work was that I got sick. First, I got diarrhea. On Tuesday 
evening I started feeling it. By Wednesday moming I was really 
feeling the effects of it. I took some medication which got me past 
that problem. However, by late Wednesday afternoon I had a fever. 
By Wednesday evening I did not feel like getting out of bed. 

When some of the team members became alerted to my 
condition they came by with some more medication. However, when 
the students with whom we were sharing bunk space heard of my 
plight they insisted on laying hands on me and praying for my 
recovery. Within a half hour I started feeling better. So much so that 
when the rest of the team went to a church service in our honor, I 
was able to sit up in bed and visit with the seminary students who 
were hanging around the dorm. 

The next morning I still felt a bit feverish so I didn’t go to 
work. Instead, I stayed in bed and rested. I had taken some 
medication for the fever but was told that it would be 12 hours 
before the effects of the medication would take effect. 

Around lunch time these same seminary students came 
around to once again pray for me. Almost immediately, in spite of 
the fact that I hadn’t eaten anything in 24 hours, I started feeling my 
strength retuming. Within an hour or so I felt no effects of the fever. 

I feel that these young Christian men had nothing else to 
give me but their prayers. At the time I recalled the passage in the 
Bible in the Book of Acts, particularly verse 3:6 when Peter said to 
the crippled beggar, “Silver or gold I do not have, but what I have I 
give you. In the name of Jesus Christ of Nazareth, walk.” 

I felt that I had recovered so quickly, partly through the 
medication, but mostly through the prayer of these young men who 
also gave to me from what they did have. 
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Later that afternoon we headed back to Havana. We 
arrived at the group house around 8:30 PM. 

I was immediately met by Amie, who told me that he and I 
needed to proceed at once to the headquarters of the Federacion 
Radioafectionados, de Cuba, (FRC) the national ham radio 
organization, because the presentations I was to make were going to 
be filmed for later airing on national television! 

We arranged for one of the drivers to take us to the 
headquarters so I could made my presentations. I was accompanied 
by Lynn Mims, one of the Methodist ministers who agreed to do the 
photography work so that I could have pictures of the occasion. 

In my capacity of an ARRL Official, I met with Ing. Pedro 
Rodriguez, CO2RP, the president of FRC, and presented him with a 
certificate commemorating the FRC’s participation in the past June 
VHF QSO Party through the DXpedition of CO@FRC at 
Bellomonte. I also presented Amie with an Author’s Certificate for 
his article in December 1993 QST. These presentations were 
videotaped by a film crew from the national TV network. 

Later, I participated in lively and fruitful discussions with 
Pedro, Francisco Hernandez, CO2HA, FRC Vice-President, Giraldo 
Uffo, CO2UF, FRC Secretary General, Oscar Morales, Jr., CO2OJ, 
FRC Chairman of the VHF/UHF/SHF Committee, and Eddy Frank, 
CO2EG, one of the members of the board of directors of the FRC 
concerning ham radio in Cuba today 

At one point our discussion was interrupted by a Cuba 
Channel 2 news team who wanted to interview me for their evening 
news. The reporter asked me why I was in Cuba and my first words 
were that I was there as part of a Methodist Church sponsored team 
to work on rebuilding a church in Cifuentes. In effect, I was telling 
the whole country that I was an American who was there 
Tepresenting religious freedom and that I was putting actions into 
my words by working alongside Cubans in achieving that goal. 

(The importance of this episode on the trip did not fully 
surface until I returned home. A few days after my return, I talked 
with Arnie over the air. I asked him about the airing of my interview 
and he told me that the reporter aired my remarks about the 
Methodist church uncut and even added some positive words of her 
own in the introduction of her tape. He also told me that the 
interview aired three times on national TV. To this day I wonder if 
the people in Cifuentes saw it and got to hear the name of their town 
being spoken of in connection with religious freedom. I am almost 
certain that they did.) 

Following the interview, I read the “And Finally...” article 
that appeared in the last Journal to the members of the media who 
were covering the activities. After this reading, the FRC leaders held 
a public reception honoring my presence at their headquarters. 
Following that reception, complete with homemade goodies, we 
resumed our discussions. 

During the course of the conversation I told them all about 
the teamwork in Cifuentes and that was the principle reason for my 
trip. 

Among the ham radio items discussed were future Cuban 
proposed changes that would create a no code type class of license 
authorizing these licensees very low power access to 160 meters, 
authorizing the present Novice type class licensee access to 10 
meters (with 50 watts of power), and increased frequency 
authorizations on VHF and UHF bands. 

With regard to the last item, because their VHF/UHF 
frequency allocations are modeled after the IARU region I band 
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plans, allocations of amateur radio frequencies are similarly 
modeled. 

For example, they only have the bottom 2 MHz of the 2 
meter ham band (same as Europe). Their primary FM repeater pair 
is on 145.600, the same as the RO channel in Europe. They pointed 
out to me that they have had access to the 2 meter ham band only 
since 1987. 

It was interesting to note that, while not having access to 
the latest repeater directory or direct contact with south Florida 
repeater coordinators, they developed a defacto plan of cooperation 
with south Florida by monitoring the frequencies of frequently heard 
repeaters and avoiding them. 

With regard to the 135 cm ham band, over time they have 
gained piecemeal access to it. However, their frequency allocation 
presently starts at around 223 MHz! They assured me, however, that 
they are working to acquire a portion of the band that would be 
common to USA weak signal operations. In that light, I provided 
them with the weak signal calling frequency for that band, as well as 
all the VHF USA ham bands. 

Regarding the 70 cm ham band, they have gained a 
window around 435 MHz for access to amateur satellite uplink and 
a window around 432.100 MHz for access to weak signal operation, 
but only with antenna elevation in excess of 15°. However, they 
have requested and have been assured that they will receive access 
to that window with no elevation restrictions in the near future. 

They explained that the time required for the transition is 
necessitated to accommodate other services’ moving off the 
requested ham frequencies. This, they said, will take some time 
because some of the radios of the other services are crystal 
controlled and such crystals are not readily available. 

They also told me of the plans to develop radio clubs and 
that would encourage the growth of the Novice class of license by 
authorizing the supervised use of these club stations by non- 
licensees who are apprenticing to become hams. 

A major item discussed was the proposal of a joint Cuba- 
USA team to operate a contest station during the ARRL June VHF 
QSO Party from Bellomonte, possibly with a special rare prefix call 
sign. Suggestions were made that possible special permits would be 
issued for Cuban operation on various microwave bands not 
currently available to them. Two of the bands discussed in particular 
were 135 and 33 cm. 

I was invited to head a team of U.S. hams. I accepted 
conditionally upon clearance of all the government hurdles. I have 
been through that route before! 

I also hand delivered a letter from a leader of a team of 
USS. operators suggesting an exchange of ham radio operators 
similar to the US1A joint Soviet, USA exchange and suggesting a 
joint USA-Cuba HF contest operation in Cuba during the 1995 CQ 
WPX Phone contest. They said that they would seriously consider 
such an operation. 

We carried on discussing other items (including the touchy 
subject of deliberate interference to internal traffic nets from stations 
in south Florida) for a total of nearly two hours until we just had to 
leave in order for the building to be secured. 

All of us concluded that we had covered a great deal of 
ground in furthering the hobby of ham radio and the relationships 
between the hams of our two countries. 

After the events of the evening wound down and we were 
on our way to Amie’s home for a little visit I wondered how I could 
have gotten through the evening as ill as I was the night before. 


Lynn and I had a wonderful visit with Amie and his family 
that lasted until after 2 AM! During the course of our conversations 
Amie related to me something that demonstrated his sensitivity 
toward spiritual matters. 

It is almost impossible to convey to someone who has not 
experienced it firsthand what it is like to live under the acute 
shortages that exist in that country. Amie told me that everyone has 
ration books and that everyone is allocated so much food each 
month. Even though they are authorized the food, if the food is not 
available, they do not receive it. And these rations do not carry over 
to the next month. Once the month is over, whatever food was 
received is all that they are going to get. 

Amie related that he and Olguita have gone to bed hungry 
‘on several occasions. He said of one particular night, however, that 
they had gone to bed only to be awakened early in the moming very 
hungry. Olguita found their remaining rice and prepared it. Knowing 
that they were about to eat the rest of their rations for the month with 
several days left in the month, they gave thanks for it. 

The next morning there was a knock at the door. Upon 
opening the door, they were greeted by a cousin of Amie’s who had 
some meat to share with them. This food was enough to get them 
through to the next allocation of food from the government.

Christmas moming of 1993 we lost a good friend of QCWA. Ted 
Heithecker, WSEJ, was the General Manager from 1975 to 1991 and in 
that period of time helped implement many new innovations for (CWA 
and its members. 

Ted was bom April 7, 1914 in McPherson, Kansas and spent 
his childhood on a farm in that area. During his growth he spent some 
time working in a printing shop and also doing some electrical work 
from time to time as an apprentice. In 1929 he obtained his amateur 
license, W9BEB. This led to his getting involved in crystal 
manufacturing. Around the same time he became involved in broadcast 
tadio work, initially installing a new radio station for one of his friends. 

In 1934 he met and married A. C. Richards and they had two 
boys. He then obtained his commercial radio license and some schooling 
in higher math so that he could work in designing and installing 
directional antenna systems. He started that work in 1939 in the Tulsa, 
OK, area. W.W.II came along and Ted then went to Colorado and once 
again became involved in a crystal plant, producing frequency control 
units for the war effort. He also, at that time, taught non-technical citizens 
to become employees in the various electronic companies. 


Now, I think about that story almost every time I go to the 
grocery store or a restaurant. 

When we so exhausted that we could not talk any more, 
they called Lynn and me a cab and we reluctantly retumed to the 
guest house to finish what was left of the night. 

Needless to say, I did not get much sleep for being so 
excited about the meetings and my visit with Amie and Olguita. 

The next day I, and the members of my team, headed back 
home. We were a bit sad to say good bye to our new friends in Cuba 
but also a bit tired and homesick. 

For me, it was a bit odd for a few days re adjusting to the 
many freedoms that we have in the good old USA. Nevertheless, I 
did so, but with a bit more thankfulness for having them. 

I left Cuba profoundly changed. The spiritual changes are 
too deep to be able to explain. I was awed by the faith being 
displayed in the various places we visited and worshipped and 
marveled that even that was miraculous. I had to ask myself if I 
could not do a better job with my religious convictions and I knew 
the answer. 

My friends Cuba taught me much about how they trust in 
God. I hope that I can put it into practice here in my day to day 
experiences in the U.S.

Déja Vu In Triplicate

uring the first several hours of the 

1992 National QCWA convention 

at Scottsdale, Arizona, I was 
constantly on the lookout for our (then) new 
National Director, Arch Doty, K8CFU. I had 
never met the man, nor had I worked him on 
the air, but I had a personal and very special 
reason to see him. I felt sure he 
would be in Scottsdale, the first 
National convention since 
joining the national board of 
directors. As I concentrated on 
this effort, I reflected on the 
events which led up to my great 
search. 

In 1985, while 
reporting into a 2 meter net of 
the Amateur Radio Chapter of 
the Family Motor Coach 
Association, I was, naturally, 
introduced to the members of 
the net. One of these was Don 
Steele, WINFG, who lives in 
Cheshire, Connecticut. My ears 
perked up, and I mentioned that I had grown 
up in Hamden, the town next to Cheshire. 
When I told Don my maiden name, he 
remembered that we had lived barely a block 
apart during those days. Like any reunion of 
old school friends, we soon found many 
memories of each other stashed away in our 
mental data banks. 

We met in person a year later at a 
tally of some of our mutual motor home 
friends, and the reminiscing continued. 

During subsequent QSOs on the 
FMCA nets and others, Don and I had great 
fun comparing notes about people we had 
known back in the ‘20s and ‘30s.

Automatic Antenna Tuners

‘any of the new High Frequency rigs for the past five or 
more years have been available with built in Antenna 
Tuners. In some of the more expensive rigs they can be 
automatic and retained in memory so that each time there is a 
band change the Tuner automatically resets from the stored 
memory. For those cases where they are not stored in memory and 
are called into action manually when the TUNER or START 
button is depressed, a steady signal is generated. The signal may be 
minimum or quite high and it is usually exactly on the dial 
frequency or in the CW mode which is generally about 700 to 1000 
Now there is no way that you can use any automatic 
antenna tuner intoa DUMMY LOAD! There appears to be many 
amateurs that do not understand this and often, there are many 
snide remarks heard on the HF bands as a result. It is really very 
important that before any Automatic Antenna Tuner is activated, 
one way or another, that careful listening up and down the band at 
least 3, or more, KHz be checked to be sure that a QSO in progress 
is not being interfered with. If the antenna is not tuned, it is 
obviously impossible to ASK if the frequency is being used, but 
even an untuned antenna will provide enough signal in RECEIVE 
to let you know if the channel is being used. 
The problem really becomes annoying when it takes the 
Tuner as much as 20, to 30 seconds to either adjust properly or 
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a light letting the operator know that it cannot accommodate the 
mismatch. Most of the latest rigs will tune within a few seconds; 
but some of those that are built into Linear amplifiers take 
significantly longer and put out a lot more that a few watts! 

There are times when the band is loaded and a clear 
frequency cannot be found close enough to where you plan to 
operate. In such cases it is sometimes possible to tune the receiver 
exactly onto the SSB or AM signal and put the rig in the AM 
mode, reduce the power or take the Linear out of the OPERATE 
mode if one is being used, and then proceed to activate the 
Automatic Antenna Tuner. If it looks like it is going to take more 
than a few seconds TURN IT OFF. 

Most of the time this will work and no interference will 
be noticed. This is not a good idea when there is a weak received 
signal being heard on frequency. If you are listening in on a round 
table and you have an extremely strong signal and you properly 
zero beat that signal, then your very few watts won’t be noticed. 
BUT don’t take a long time tuning. 

T hope the above information may shed some light on the 
vagrancies that are encountered using Automatic Antenna Tuners 
and is useful.

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Amateur Radio Satellite News

n recent columns I have talked about a number of the currently 
active Amateur Radio Satellites, but it has been a long time 
since a complete list of the Amateur Radio Satellites has been 
published in this journal or any other for that matter. This column 
will be devoted to a brief description of the “active birds” and 
sources of information about the Amateur Radio Satellite Program. 

Active Amateur Radio Satellites: The Journal Editor 
informed me that a request had been made for an alphabetical 
listing of the active amateur radio satellites in a couple of lines. 
Here are the lines: AO-10, AO-13, AO-16, AO-21 (RS-14), AO- 
217, ARSENE, DO-17 (DOVE), FO-20, 10-26, KO-23, KO-25, 
LO-19, MIR, POSAT (PO-28), RS-10/11, RS-12/13, UO-11, UO- 
22, and WO-18, 

The above compact list illustrates the number of amateur 
radio satellites currently active, but it does not tell the whole story. 
For this issue only, a tabular listing outlining a few more details is 
included as Table I. 

As you can see, in Table I, amateur radio satellites come 
from a variety of places, serve a variety of functions, and most live 
long lives. ARSENE, unfortunately, appears to have been short 
lived, but it has not been crossed off completely yet. A few of the 
others have degraded with time, but are still functional in at least 
one mode. 

A few words of explanation are in order for some of the 
entries. A MOLYNIA orbit is a high altitude elliptical orbit that is 
useful for real time DX. Many people have worked DXCC through 
these “birds”. A LEO orbit is a Low Earth Orbit, usually Polar or 


at least fairly high inclination. LEO satellites tend to be much 
easier to work due to their relatively short range from your station; 
however, their real time communication range is much shorter 
than a MOLYNIA “bird.” The LEOs are ideal for digital store and 
forward applications (flying mailboxes). 

Three broad types of satellites are listed. ANALOG 
means a linear transponder is carried on the satellite and any mode 
normally used on HF can be used through the transponder. One 
word of caution, please use only low duty cycle, narrow bandwidth 
modes such as SSB and CW. FM is a “hog” on two counts so don’t 
use it on the analog “birds.” DIGI. means a digital transponder 
capable of Packet Radio Communications. A & D means both 
Analog and Digital transponders are available. EDU. means 
Educational. These “birds” are useful as educational demonstration 
tools. They are usually receive only “birds.” The command station 
can change the contents of any messages and operating modes, but 
the user can only listen. 

Satellite MODES are always confusing to the newcomer, 
but they are really a convenient “shorthand” method of expressing 
the uplink and downlink bands. For example: MODE “A” is 2m 
up and 10m down. MODE “B” is 70cm up and 2m down. MODE 
“S” is 70cm up and 13cm down. MODE “K” is 15m up and 10m 
down. MODE “J” is 2m up and 70cm down. Other modes reside 
in some of the “birds,” but these are the currently used modes. This 
whole mode scheme will be overhauled with the advent of Phase 
3D. More about that later.

In any discussion of the prostate gland the first issue is the 
proper pronunciation of the word. This is one of the most 
mispronounced words in the English language. Remember that 
the word has only one “R”. It is pros-TATE not pros-TRATE. 
The prostate is a crab-apple sized gland sitting beneath the 
bladder. A passage-way called the urethra leads from the 
bladder, through the prostate and penis to the outside world. 

The secretions of the prostate, along with those from 
the seminal vesicles, give volume to the semen and are thought 
to protect and enhance the functions of the sperm. The gland 
furnishes approximately 0.5 ml of the 2.5 to 3.0 ml of semen. 

I want to discuss three problems that affect the prostate: 

infection, benign enlargement and malignancy. 
PROSTATITIS: Acute prostatitis is a common disease of men 
between the ages of 20 and 40. It usually starts with chills, fever, 
painful urination and pain in the lower back, lower abdomen 
and rectal area, The picture is similar to that of any lower 
urinary tract infection except that on rectal examination the 
prostate is found to be extremely tender. The bacteria 
responsible for the infection are those usually found in other 
urinary tract infections and should respond to antibiotic therapy. 
BENIGN PROSTATIC HYPERTROPHY (BPH): Before 
puberty the prostate gland is quite small. Under the influence of 
the male sex hormone testosterone the gland reaches a size of 
approximately 20 grams (2/3 of an ounce) by age twenty. 

It remains about this size for the next 25 years and then 
for unknown reasons begins to grow again. If its enlargement is 
limited to the outer layers of the gland it causes no problems, but 
if the growth involves the central part of the gland that 
surrounds the urinary passage that passes thorough the gland, it 
may narrow the passage and obstruct the flow of urine from the 
bladder. 

This obstruction to flow gives rise to the classical 
symptoms of “prostatism.” Initially the individual may notice 
only that he is having to urinate more frequently; later, he has 
trouble suppressing and delaying the urge to urinate. He may 
notice that he is getting up to the bathroom several times each 
night. He may develop difficulty in starting urination. 

There may also be hesitancy, intermittency, weak 
stream, straining and dribbling. Other symptoms include 
urgency, sensation of incomplete voiding and later even 
incontinence. The first sign of obstruction to urinary flow may 
be the development of an acute urinary tract infection. While 
this is a common occurrence in women, a urinary tract infection 
in an older man is almost always due to incomplete emptying of 
the bladder due to prostatic obstruction. 

If these symptoms of BPH are ignored the individual 
will continue to get up more and more frequently at night and 
will notice that he can only ride short distances between “pit 
stops”. This may happen so gradually that the individual does 
not realize that anything is wrong. 

The problem may come to medical attention with the 
sudden onset of complete urinary obstruction. This can be 
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triggered by minor over-indulgence in alcohol or the use of 
over-the-counter “cold preparations” containing antihistamines. 
This acute obstruction requires medical attention with the 
insertion of a catheter into the bladder to establish drainage. 

BPH is best diagnosed from this history of gradually 
increasing frequency of urination, getting up more times at night 
to urinate and difficulty in suppressing or postponing the urge to 
urinate. While a digital rectal examination (DRE) by a physician 
may detect an enlargement of the prostate, if the enlargement 
has been limited to the central portion of the gland there may be 
urinary obstruction with what feels like a relatively small gland. 
Digital-rectal examination is also important in that it may detect 
an early prostate cancer. 

A urinary flow test in which the patient urinates into a 
fancy machine that calculates specific urinary flow rates can be 
used. X-rays of the urinary tract using x-ray opaque dyes that are 
excreted in the urine (IVP) may be helpful to demonstrate 
secondary signs of obstruction in the bladder and kidneys. 

If the symptoms of obstruction are mild and there is no 
evidence of deterioration of kidney function, the condition may 
be managed by “watchful waiting.” Recently it has become 
possible to manage some of the symptoms with medications. The 
family of drugs knows as Alpha-Adrenergic Blocking agents 
(Hytrin) that are frequently used to control hypertension may be 
used to relax the smooth muscle in the prostatic urethra and 
bladder neck. 

It is well known that removal of the testicles prevents 
enlargement of the prostate, however, this has never been 
considered a practical treatment. Recently a new medication, 
Proscar, has been shown to reduce the size of the prostate when 
given for long periods of time. Proscar blocks some of the effects 
of the male hormone testosterone on the prostate with minimal 
side effects. It is hoped that this medication will reduce the 
number of surgical procedures that need to be done. 

In the past the treatment of this condition has been 
primarily surgical. In the United States there are approximately 
400,000 surgical procedures done each year for this condition. 

The most popular procedure has been the transurethral 
resection of the prostate (TUR). This procedure consists of 
passing an instrument called an operating cystoscope though the 
penis into the area of the prostate. There, under indirect vision 
through the optical system of the cystoscope, the central portion 
of the prostate gland is removed using a heated wire loop to 
shell it out. In the hands of an experienced operator this 
procedure is well tolerated with few complications. A catheter is 
left in the urethra for a few days and the patient usually goes 
home from the hospital in 2-3 days. 

If the prostate is quite large it may require a more 
traditional surgical procedure in which the gland is removed 
through an incision in the lower abdominal wall. 

There are also several new procedures being developed. 
One that shows promise uses a special catheter equipped with an 
inflatable balloon that is similar to those used by the cardiologist 
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to dilate the coronary arteries. The catheter is positioned in the 
urethra so that the balloon is located in channel that runs 
through the prostate. The balloon is then inflated with enough 
pressure to stretch the urethra until the capsule of the prostate is 
broken. This procedure may need to be repeated every few years 
as the prostate continues to grow. 

Another procedure also borrows technology from the 
cardiologist. An expandable, cylindrical titanium wire 
framework called a stent is placed in the prostatic urethra to 
keep that channel open. 

Still another technique involves passing a microwave 
probe into the urethra. The probe contains a cooling jacket so 
the urethra itself can be protected as the heat is focused on the 
deeper prostatic tissue. After this treatment the prostatic tissue 
shrinks, reducing the obstruction. 

These last three procedures are still under investigation, 

but it is quite likely that one or more of them may replace the 
traditional transurethral resection (TUR) with the operating 
cystoscope. 
PROSTATIC CANCER: Another common problem with the 
prostate is malignancy. Cancer of the prostate is the second most 
common malignancy in men and the third most common cause 
of cancer death in men over age 55 (after cancers of lung and 
colon). The disease is rare before age fifty and the frequency 
increases with advancing age. 

The cause of prostatic cancer is unknown. While it does 
not occur in men castrated before puberty and tends to regress 
following castration or estrogen (female hormone) therapy, a 
hormonal cause has not been established. 

There may be an environmental factor as men 
migrating from areas where it is uncommon to areas where it is 
more common develop the disease with greater frequency. There 
is no relationship between Benign Prostatic Hypertrophy (BPH) 
and malignancy of the prostate; however, the malignancy may 
be discovered in the tissue removed during surgical treatment of 
BPH. 

Early cancer of the prostate usually causes no 
symptoms. As the disease advances it may cause urethral 
obstruction with symptoms similar to BPH. Further advanced 
disease may cause obstruction of the ureters (tubes leading from 
the kidneys to the bladder) and lead to kidney failure. In the 
later stages of the disease it may spread to the bones of the 
pelvis, spine and ribs, producing pain. 

While BPH tends to occur toward the center of the 
gland, malignant changes frequently develop near the surface 
and may be felt on digital rectal exam (DRE). A relatively new 
laboratory test, Prostate Specific Antigen (PSA), has added 
greatly to the early diagnosis of prostatic cancer. Although the 
PSA may be mildly elevated by BPH, malignancy tends to 
elevate it to a greater extent. It is not felt that the PSA is specific 
enough to warrant its use for mass screening; however, its use 
on an annual basis (along with a DRE) is felt by many to be 
advisable after the age of 55. 

The presence of either an elevated PSA or an 
abnormality felt on DRE calls for further investigation. The 
prostate may be evaluated by trans-rectal ultrasound. The 
ultrasound probe is placed in the rectum near the prostate and 
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the image obtained shows differences in consistency in the 
gland. Any abnormal appearing area in the prostate suggestive 
of malignancy may be evaluated by needle biopsy, a relatively 
simple procedure. 

The recommended treatment of prostatic malignancy 
depends upon its STAGE or degree of spread at the time of 
initial diagnosis. 

Stage A refers to tumors that are discovered 
incidentally in examination of tissue removed at TUR for 
presumed BPH. Stage B refers to tumors that may be felt on 
DRE and are confined to the boundaries of the prostate. Stage C 
refers to tumors that have spread outside the prostate, but are 
still confined to the pelvis. Stage D refers to tumors that have 
spread beyond the pelvis, usually to the bones of the spine or 
ribs. 

In stage A, if tumor is present in less than 5% of the 
tissue removed during TUR, it is felt to be latent and usually 
requires no treatment in the patients over age 65. 

Those younger than 65 and those with a larger amount 
of tumor, but no evidence of spread outside of the prostate gland, 
are best treated with either removal of the entire prostate gland 
and the seminal vesicle (radical prostatectomy) or radiation 
therapy. 

The cure rate for those treated in this manner is 
excellent. The 15 year survival of this group is equal to those 
without malignancy. 

In the past radical prostatectomy was frequently 
complicated by urinary incontinence and impotence. Recent 
improvement in the surgical technique has reduced incontinence 
to 5% and impotence to 30%. 

Radiation therapy may be used in localized disease in 
those patients who are either unwilling or physically unable to 
undergo surgery. 

Radiation is the treatment of choice for disease that has 
spread beyond the borders of the prostate, but not out of the 
pelvis, (Class C) and therefore is not surgically curable. 

Hormonal therapy is the mainstay of treatment for 
tumor that has spread to the pelvic lymph nodes and beyond 
(Class D). This involves depriving the prostatic tumor of the 
effect of testosterone. This may be done by surgically removing 
the testicles, administering estrogens (female hormone) or using 
medications (Lupron) that inhibit the production of testosterone. 

Patient response to hormonal therapy varies 
considerably. Ten percent of patients live less that 6 months, 
50% survive less that 3 years and 10% live longer than 10 years. 

Unfortunately, the traditional cytotoxic chemotherapy 
has not proven very effective in prostatic malignancy. 

The major hope in prostatic malignancy lies in early 
detection. Annual DRE beginning around the age of 50 and 
annual determination of PSA starting soon afterward combined 
with aggressive use of prostatic ultrasound and needle biopsy 
when indicated, offer the best odds at this time.

CQ Dx

News: As this article is being prepared, the 
3Y@PI group are packing their cartons and 
preparing to leave one of the most foreboding 


places on earth: tiny Peter I Island, off the 
coast of Antarctica. Not only was a massive financial and 
logistical commitment required by the participants, but the 
sheer time commitment (basically two months) is enough to 
cause any salaried worker’s boss to faint dead away. The 
3Y@PI gang battled (typically enough) ferocious weather and 
pileups, and I wish the DXpeditioners many peaceful evenings 
at home by a warm fireplace. You all deserve it! 

A second Pratas Island operation is being organized 
for this Spring by the Chinese Taipei Amateur Radio League 
(CTARL). The first-ever activity from Pratas took place on 
January 5, 1994 as BV@ARL/BV9P, in a demonstration for the 
Taiwanese officials which accompanied expeditioners BV5AF, 
BV4AS, BV40B, BV2AP, and OH2BH. The total operation 
lasted less than four hours, and only 630 QSOs were 
accomplished (none with North America), but the ground was 
laid for a second, major operation soon to follow. Pratas Island, 
the site of a military garrison by the Taiwanese since 1949, lies 
241 statute miles away from Taiwan itself, sufficient separation 
by water to make it qualify as a separate “country” for DXCC 
purposes, if the ARRL DXAC can be convinced of Taiwan’s 
claim to the island. Stay tuned for more BV9P operation! 

These expeditions are one adventure-oriented aspect of 
DxXing that we all enjoy reading about. But there’s another side 
of DXing which can be just as rewarding, and which more of 
us can enjoy. It forms the basis of this month’s commentary. . . 


Adopt a Country: An inspection of any DXer’s logs 
will show that, often, the rarest “countries” are not remote 
islands, reefs, or icy lumps of rock surrounded by penguins. 
Before 1991, almost everybody “needed” Albania, for example. 
Then came ZAIA, the IARU’s multinational project which 
established Amateur Radio in that most isolated nation in 
eastern Europe. Over 76,000 QSOs were made, and the pretty 
red-and-black cards were sent out to the deserving thousands 
who wanted one more “tick” on their DXCC total. 

But the more important aspect of the ZA1A operation 
was the overall support function it provided to the Albanians. 
An Albanian Amateur Radio Association was formed, an 
infrastructure was created so as to facilitate future licensing of 
both Albanian and non-Albanian citizens, and an international 
support group established to funnel assistance to the several 
dozen new Hams in ZA-land, who are long on enthusiasm but 
utterly without hard currency resources. 

This support function has led to areas of assistance 
none of us involved in the ZA1A Project could have dreamed 
of. For example, our translator Geni, ZA1B, was flown to the 


United States last year for 
treatment of a medical condition 
for which the appropriate care 
was simply unavailable in 
Albania. It was through the 
actions of the IARU support 
group, plus caring physicians and 
friends, that Geni’s airfare was 
taken care of (thanks, SwissAir!), 
as well as his living expenses 
while here in the United States. s 
Geni is doing fine now, and the prognosis is excellent. And 
through contacts made with G]MHV and KA6ZYF, ZAIT is 
now enrolled at the University of Southern California, 
something impossible to consider only five years ago. 

There are many other Albania-style countries out 
there, with potential Hams wanting to rejoin the rest of the 
world. Such places are ripe for projects which I like to call 
“Adopt a Country” initiatives. It is not beyond the means of a 
QCWA Chapter (or association of Chapters), or a regional DX 
club, or a good-sized local radio club to “adopt” a developing 
nation, so as to bring it into the world of Amateur Radio. In so 
doing, you’d be helping that country reach out to the rest of the 
world at large. The logistics might not be as daunting as you 
might think. 

Many countries in Africa and Asia have some 
provision for Amateur Radio activity, so don’t assume that 
Amateur Radio would have to be fundamentally established in 
your target country. It helps to have a contact with a university 
professor, business leader, or other well-placed “local” in the 
target country, someone who “knows the ropes” and can, 
perhaps, introduce you via letter to the appropriate government 
Officials. Use education, technical training, and (if someone in 
your group is in this field) perhaps medical assistance as your 
“angle” to show the government people the benefits of Amateur 
Radio to their country. Present a comprehensive plan for setting 
up a demonstration station, to be used during a training session 
for prospective Hams, and offer the government officials your 
assistance in organizing and equipping such sessions. 

Financing for such a project can come from many 
sources. Training materials such as books can often be 
procured for next to nothing, especially if the request is 
channeled through one of the DX foundations set up for such 
support (more about foundations later). Equipment 
manufacturers often have significant discounts available for 
truly meaningful projects; they’Il want appropriate credit on the 
QSL card and permission to use photography in their 
promotional posters, etc. The IARU has documentation 
available regarding international standards for such training 
classes. And don’t overlook the possibility of getting a grant 
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from a philanthropic organization for your “Adopt a Country” 
venture. 

The single most important aspect of getting support is 
to be organized. Equipment manufacturers get dozens of 
“Please give me a free radio” letters each week. Serious 
consideration can only be given to initiatives like the ZAIA 
IARU Albania Project, which included a comprehensive plan of 
action to be carried out by parties known to be responsible. 
Your project need not be on as grand a scale as ZAIA, but do 
your homework and lay out a plan, and you'll start to open 
doors. 


A fond look back at not so long ago homebrewing 


If you’re successful, the personal rewards are 
considerable. You'll likely get an invitation to visit your 
adopted country, and maybe get permission to get on the air at 
that! You'll know that you’ve brought the joys of Amateur 
Radio to people who might otherwise never have had that 
opportunity. And you might very well learn that your 
organization’s very existence led to another medical miracle 
like that of ZA1B; there’s no better feeling than to know that 
you helped save someone’s life! 

Amateur Radio and DXing: the good deeds aren’t 
always done on the air!!!

I remember when I first decided to build that 40 and 80 meter 
crystal controlled CW transmitter. It would, of course, be tube type 
and put together with whatever was at hand.

Digging in, I found a power 
transformer, probably out of an old Black and White TV, that 
looked about right for a rig in the 100 watt range. Further digging 
tumed up a filter choke, some electrolytics, and a 5U4 tube. Here 
was the power supply. 

The next step was to find a suitable circuit. Back copies of 
QST and the Handbook were consulted. Circuits were found that 
used TV sweep tubes, 6146's, and some that used 1625’s or 807’s. 
Another trip to the junk box turned up a couple of 807’s complete 
with tube sockets and the decision was made. 

Next was an order to the mail order electronic supply 
house for those parts the junk box didn’t have. There wasn’t a 
chassis in the catalog; so a trip to the local electronics store was in 
order. I was shocked at the price of an aluminum chassis but I 
bought it anyway because this project was going to be done right. 

Then the fun began. Drilling and punching the chassis, 
mounting the parts, the wiring and that wonderful smell as the 


smoke from the melting rosin core solder curled up from the iron. 
Then the exciting moment when I first loaded my new baby into a 
100 watt light bulb, and the bulb lit!!, Then loading it into a real 
antenna and everything looked FB. A tentative CQ and there came 
back my call with a 599 report. 

Do you remember an experience like this? I do, it was 
only last month. 

The rig is now on the air. A pair of 807’s with a 6CL6 
crystal oscillator, right out of OST of September 1959 with some 
modification in the keying circuit. First contact was with WA6VSB, 
a ham who was licensed in 1958 but unfortunately not a QCWA 
member.

perfect!

FAR Announces Scholarships

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study programs. Clubs, especially those in Delaware, Florida, 
Maine, Maryland, New Jersey, Pennsylvania, Virginia and 
Wisconsin, are encouraged to announce these opportunities at their 
meetings, on their nets, during training classes, and in their club 
newsletters.

Esther Given, W6BDE, is our featured YL for this 
issue. When you have read about her accomplishments, her 
dedication, and her contributions to ham radio and humanity, 
you will have a great deal of appreciation for this very special 
YL. 

According to Esther, her childhood wasn’t all that 
unusual, She was born in 1911 in New Jersey, but her family 
soon moved to the Denver area where she received her 
education. Because she had the experiences of an only child, 
sibling rivalry was never an issue for this YL. 

In W.W.II, when the Women’s Army Auxiliary Corps 
(WAAC) was organized, Esther volunteered for the challenge of 
proving that a woman could handle a military assignment. In 
1942 she passed the aptitude test which enabled her to serve in 
the area of radio personnel. 

Esther received her basic military training at Ft. Des 
Moines, Iowa, which was then the only basic training school for 
WAACs. 

In November 1942 she and her crew traveled by train 
from Iowa to Kansas City, Missouri for training in military 
radio communication. The group of two commanding officers 
and 100 WAACs paraded a mile in the rain from the railroad 
station to their new assignment as students in the Midland 
Radio School. 


The training period lasted for 13 weeks. Esther and her 
crew received intensive training in international Morse code, 
U.S. military operating procedures and basic electronics of the 
day. The WAAC guinea pigs set outstanding records in 
exceeding the expectations of the school.. 

During W.W.II, military radio communications were 
sent in Morse code consisting of five letter code groups which 
had to be decoded to be understood. Military operators acquired 
a rhythm that let them know when the five letters of a code 
group had been received. 

While in training in Kansas City, the trainees were 
visited by Eleanor Roosevelt, who took a sincere interest in their 
activities, accomplishments and achievements. According to 
Esther, everyone loved Eleanor Roosevelt and she received a 
grade of 1000 percent for the interest she showed the WAACs. 

Esther was one of the top three women in the class. 
The Morse code requirement for graduation from the school was 
to copy 21 WPM. Esther, however, graduated with the ability to 
copy five-letter code groups at the speed of 25.2 WPM. 

Upon graduation, she was stationed at the following 
locations: She was first stationed in Washington, DC, as a radio 
operator in the anti-aircraft command at Camp Simms. 
Additional assignments at the nation’s capital included Bowling 
Field and a six month assignment as a radio operator at station 
WAR at the Pentagon. She then served a seven month 
assignment as a radio operator at the anti-aircraft firing range at 
Camp Stewart, Georgia. 

It was interesting to note that during the war, the Army 
actually had more ships than the Navy. All Army personnel and 
supplies had to be transported by sea. The crews aboard Army 
vessels were civilians and the ships’ officers were Naval 
Reserves. Navy vessels, other than hospital ships, were either 
for fighting the war or for moving naval supplies. 

During and immediately after W.W.II the only 
available transportation for wounded or ill military personnel 
who were overseas was via hospital ships. Airplanes were for 
fighting or reconnaissance. 

By international law, hospital vessels traveled under 
the Geneva Treaty; so they were unarmed, non-combatant, fully 
lighted at night and transacted all their communications in 
plain English. Because radar was considered to be a weapon, it 
was not available to hospital ships. In essence, these ships were 
the same as ships of a neutral country. 

Radio operators on hospital ships during the war were 
all enlisted personnel. The Army was strongly considering the 
possibility of assigning WACs as radio operators aboard Army 
hospital ships. WACs were ideally suited for this type of 
assignment because of the ships’ non-combatant status and 
because other women were also aboard, serving as nurses and 
Red Cross workers. 
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In 1944 Sgt. Given was selected to attend the Army’s 
radio school in New York at the Brooklyn Army Base where she 
was to study commercial marine radio operating procedures, 

This 13 week assignment required the mastery of 45 
WPM plain text Morse code. The students were also required to 
copy blinker CW (Morse code sent by light between ships and 
ship-to-shore) at 13 WPM. Additionally, the WACs were 
required to service wet cell batteries and other radio equipment 
in lifeboats. 

The three most difficult problems confronting the 
WACSs in the new school environment were breaking the habit 
of the mind set for the rhythm of the code groups, unlearning 
the formerly learned military procedures and attaining the 45 
WPM code speed. 

Upon graduation, Esther Given was assigned to the 
USAHS Chateau Thierry. The “Chatty,” as it came to be 
known, was a converted transport ship which was equipped to 
handle between 480-500 passengers, in addition to some 400 
crew of medical complement. 

After Esther and her two fellow WACs arrived on- 
board, the ship sailed from Charleston, South Carolina to 
Avonmouth, England in early 1945, Adding a female twist to 
the name “Spark,” which was associated with the GI radio 
operators, the WACs soon became known as “Sparkettes.” 

For this first trip, two of the ship's former GI radio 
operators remained aboard to act in an advisory capacity to the 
WACs. The chief operator's first official statement to the WACs 
was that a Spark stood a four-hour watch regardless of mal de 
mer (seasickness) and that he, along with the other GI 
operators, were just accompanying the WACs for the ride on 
this trip. The WACs were expected to take over fully although 
the men would be there in case of dire emergency. Later, it was 
discovered that the two men had worked out a schedule between 
them so that they could stand a 24 hour watch when the 
experiment of women as radio operators failed. 

No indoctrination could have been more wicked than 
that of landing on a new job in entirely foreign surroundings as 
WAC operators with two strikes against them, one of which was 
for being female and the other was the added feature of a North 
Atlantic storm brewing for the event. Nevertheless, much to the 
credit of the WACs, they proved to be equally capable with the 
men in these assignments. 

However, for this initial trip, the first two days were 
misery for the WACs on the “Chatty.” One four-hour watch was 
an eon of sitting with cans (headphones) on the ears copying 
press at 30 WPM for the skipper’s morning news with a bucket 
clamped tightly between the knees. By the second day 
something had to give. Because it could not be the WAC guinea 
pigs, it had to be the bucket. 

Among duties of the radio operator aboard ship was to 
care for batteries and other emergency distress equipment in the 
lifeboats. According to Esther, probably the most tedious job for 
the WACs on hospital ships was this duty. 

On the “Chatty” two lifeboats contained such 
equipment. These lifeboats hung about 30 feet above the deck 
and had to be serviced each week. A long extension ladder was 
placed against the boom that ran parallel to the swinging 
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lifeboats. The radio operator climbed to the top of the ladder, 
straddled the boom and waited until the lifeboat would swing 
near enough to jump in, All this time the operator was holding 
acan of distilled water and a hydrometer. The only change in 
the descent was that the water container and the hydrometer 
could be lowered to the deck by means of a rope. 

However, the problem of getting back on the ladder 
was greater than that of getting into the boat. It didn’t help 
matters that a full audience of ambulatory patients was on the 
deck below, giving advice and yelling “look out,” or “whoops” 
at tense moments. 

Speaking of tense moments, Esther shared an 
interesting story of a very tense night. One night, homeward 
bound off the French coast, lit up like a Christmas tree, in 
compliance with the Geneva Treaty, carrying 434 injured 
American Gls back home, the “Chatty” was challenged by a 
voice on a megaphone, coming out of the darkness, 
commanding the vessel to turn out all lights and stand by or be 
blown out of the water. 

Needless to say, the ship’s lights were turned off and 
they stood by immediately, Unknowingly, the ship had sailed 
into the middle of a Canadian convoy bound for Europe and, 
when fully lighted, the ship's lights would have silhouetted the 
ships in the convoy to any lurking enemy. 

The next morning, when the sun arose, the hospital 
ship stood alone in the middle of the Atlantic with no sign of 
the hundreds of ships she had unknowingly jeopardized the 
night before. 

During W.W.II, radar was considered to be a weapon, 
However, incidents like this encounter convinced the military to 
install radar systems in all hospital ships after the war. 

As mentioned above, traffic handled by a hospital ship 
during and immediately following W.W.1II was all in clear text. 
It chiefly concerned hydrographic position reports, navigational 
reports, and incoming press (for the skipper, of course). No 
commercial messages were handled to or from the ship’s 
personnel or patients aboard. 

Life aboard a hospital ship was not dull because the 
ship’s mission was to care for the sick and injured. The ship 
carried the best supply of food afloat. Current movies were 
shown nightly. Additionally, Red Cross workers and chaplains 
prepared constant fun and entertainment for the patients and 
ship’s complement. 

Another good feature of hospital ship life was that it 
returned to the states every month or two which meant a 
replenishment of rations, new movies and other stateside 
luxuries which many ships and personnel stationed overseas 
could not enjoy. 

Most patients were ambulatory. However, some were 
Testricted to bed. In those cases, most of the ship’s personnel 
made it a point to get acquainted, have a gabfest, play cards, or 
do something with the folks who were bed patients below deck. 

One of Esther’s favorite stories is as follows: After the 
war ended, the ship came into the lagoon at one stop at 
Ineweetok. The ship contacted the shore station in blinker and 
after completion of the ship's business, the shore operator 
asked, “Are you a WAC?” 


An affirmative reply was blinked back and 
immediately operators on 150 ships who had been reading the 
mail were furiously blinking for a QSO. Can you imagine that 
kind of pileup on the ham bands? 

Some of these ships had been in the Pacific for almost 
two years and these three WAC Sparkettes aboard the “Chatty” 
spent all night at the three blinker stations in QSO with the 
other ships. After establishing name, home state, city, etc. the 
next question was, you guessed it, whether the WAC was a 
blonde or a brunette. 

According to Esther, the greatest joy on a hospital ship 
was the day that the U.S. mainland came into view. Most 
patients aboard had been in situations where they doubted 
whether this moment would ever occur for them. She related 
that it was a real thrill to be part of a unit that made this dream 
come true. 

Esther and her two fellow Sparkettes were the only 
WAC operators to serve in the Atlantic and the Pacific. Also, 
they were the only ones to transfer from WACs to civilians in 
that capacity. Esther and 13 other WACs were the first female 
radio operators, military or civilian, to sail on ships flying the 
USS. flag. 

At the conclusion of W.W.II, all radio operator 
positions aboard Army vessels were made available to civilian 
applicants. Esther and her two fellow operators were 
encouraged to leave military service and be hired by the Water 
Department of the Army Transportation Corps as civilian radio 
operators with the understanding that their assignment was 
unusual for female radio operators. 

Consequently, when male applicants became available, 
these ladies would be replaced. Equal rights considerations were 
unheard of back then. 

They signed on and set sail to Japan in January 1946. 
Overnight, these three WAC sergeants became civilian 
lieutenants. However, there was no prescribed uniform for 
female officers in the Army Transport service. Therefore, the 
ex-WACs had to locate Navy nurse blues and whites. 

Although it was winter in the U.S. it was warm in the 
areas to which they would be sailing; so summer and winter 
uniforms would be needed for dress and for shore leave. White 
shirts, black ties, shoes, a purse and proper caps along with 
buttons and insignia had to be assembled in three days. 

Unfortunately, on its voyage to Japan, the “Chatty” 
broke down midway to Hawaii and was in dock for three weeks 
awaiting parts from the mainland. While the ship was in dock 
in Honolulu, the three new lieutenants went sight-seeing one 
day. They were picked up by the shore patrol for impersonating 
officers in military uniform. 

Fortunately, identification cards issued by the War 
Department and the U.S. Coast Guard convinced the Naval 
officer that these three women were legitimately attired, having 
earned four of their six military service bars through sea duty as 
WACs and that their uniforms as well as the insignia were 
those of civilian marine division of the Army Transportation 
Corps. 

Upon completion of the repairs, the “Chatty” was 
ordered to return to her home port, She was then declared 


surplus, decommissioned and sent to the mothball fleet in 
Seattle. 

The three ex-WAC civilian lieutenants were beached 
for several months. They remained on ship-to-shore duty at the 
Army’s Water Department at Ft. Mason, California, awaiting 
assignment to a new vessel—which, unfortunately, never 
materialized. Therefore, in August 1946 they were released to 
full civilian status, 

Information is not available concerning whether any 
other WAC Sparkettes became hams after the war. Most of the 
WACs who went to sea in this capacity have married, changed 
their names and contacts with them have been lost. 

However, none of them will ever forget the challenge 
and service that was once theirs as liaisons between the rest of 
the world and the mercy ship. 

In 1946 Esther went ashore and settled in the San 
Francisco Bay area where she still resides, Later that year she 
passed the “Class A” Amateur Radio license test and was 
licensed as W6BDE. (The Class A later became the Advanced 
Class license.) Because of her call sign suffix, she was soon 
given the phonetics of “Baby Doll Esther” by one of her male 
ham friends. 

Needless to say, this Sparkette has certainly added a 
great deal of spark to amateur radio. 

Her ham radio accomplishments are many. She has 
been active in the Young Ladies Radio League, the Bay Area 
Young Ladies Amateur Radio Club (BAYLARC), where she 
has served as president, and QCWA. 

Esther has been the editor of the “BAYLARC 
Newsletter” and wrote the QCWA column for WorldRadio for 
several years. She is also a charter member of the Half Moon 
Bay Amateur Radio Club and is a member of the Northern 
California and the QCWW Chapters of QCWA. 

As a member of QCWA, she has served on its Board of 
Directors. She admitted quite proudly that her attendance record 
for the meetings while she was a director was 100 percent. The 
most difficult meeting she ever attended was in Baton Rouge in 
1989, which occurred one day after the San Francisco 
earthquake whose epicenter was 40 miles from her QTH, 

In 1956 Esther was instrumental in originating the 
SWOOP, the Suffering Wives Of Operators Protectorate. The 
SWOOP is a program designed to entertain wives at ham radio 
conventions. This audience participation fun show is still in 
demand and many QCWA wives might just happen to be the 
proud holders of the SWOOP certificate. 

SWOOP, according to Esther, gives “signal” honors of 
becoming a member of SWOOP, an organization dedicated to 
creating happy times for the suffering wives of amateur radio 
operators. The only requisite to membership is that a woman be 
a ham’s wife and become initiated into SWOOP formally at a 
ham get-together. Apparently, SWOOP has swept the country, 
with many good times for a number of years. 

In 1960 Esther was one of the hams who volunteered to 
serve at the Winter Olympics at Squaw Valley, California. To 
prepare for this duty, she said that volunteers had to go to 
Squaw Valley every other week for an entire year prior to the 
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Olympics in order to train for the job and to iron out any bugs 
in the radio installations. 

Aside from amateur radio, there was no other possible 
communications for the snow-bound area. These ham radio 
operators handled everything from ski accidents to finding out 
which snow-cat had the trainers’ lunches aboard. 

Esther spent 14 days at Squaw Valley, which, for her, 
was an experience of a lifetime. She was one of three 
BAYLARCs who served in this capacity. Altogether, there were 
six YLs and about 50 OMs as operators and several other OMs 
doing equipment maintenance. 

Because she worked within a five mile radius of her 
QTH for many years, she was on-call at the local hospital. 
Whenever there was a power failure in the rural community, the 
hospital's telephone system went out of commission and would 
not function under generator operation. 

Esther would supply 2-meter communication with the 
hospital's headquarters hospital in San Francisco. These 
blackouts occurred frequently during heavy storms, 
unfortunately, when accident victims were numerous. The 
telephone communications problem was solved several years 
ago and a ham standby is no longer needed. 

She has also been involved in community public 
service which includes the following: RACES for 47 years, 
guarding emergency frequencies during earthquakes, tidal wave 
scares, forest fires, and heavy storms. 

Her QTH is within 500 yards of the Pacific Ocean and 
those who live on the coast are very tidal wave conscious. Tidal 


waves occur frequently following severe earthquakes and travel 
about 500 MPH. Ham radio is an excellent checking system 
during one of these events, 

Her greatest joy in amateur radio has been in lasting 
friendships she has accrued in her 48 years of the hobby. 

Esther is one of the few women in the Society of 
Wireless Pioneers, an organization of wireless telegraphers 
most of whom were operators aboard ship or at shore stations 
carrying marine communications. She was the first woman to 
qualify for membership in this elite group. 

Esther's ham radio activities consist of meeting two 
nets each week, one of which is the Ironing Board Net, on 7233 
kHz and the other is a round table of YLs who live along the 
coast and meet on 40-meters, SSB. 

Esther uses the Yaesu FT 707 series and she has 
capabilities for using 2-meters. She said that she can still copy 
CW in her head at around 20 WPM but has not used that mode 
of operation for quite some time. 

To say the least, Esther has given so much of her time, 
talent and tenacity to ham radio, to military service, and to 
humanity. She helped pave the way for women who choose to 
serve in a military capacity and through her formation of 
SWOOP and her ham radio writings, she has provided much 
levity for those involved in the hobby. 

Esther, you are truly an inspiration to all who know 
you. Former Lt. Given, you have given us so very, very much. 
Therefore, we regard you very, very highly and former Lt. 
Given we salute you for all you have “given” to us. 


My Early Stations

Right after World War II there were not many 
new Amateur transmitters on the market; so, 
most of us built our own, either from military 
surplus radio equipment, or from scratch. My 
first was from scratch, a 6V6 crystal oscillator 
and an 807 final. 

Radio tubes were easily obtained 
because the surplus stores had many types. 
Most radio equipment used during the war had 
similar tubes as they were established types 
then. The 6V6 or 6AG7 tubes were common 
oscillators, and the 807 was a 75 watt widely 
used final; with care you could drive it to 90 
watts input. In that respect, it was a forerunner 
of the 6146 tube. 

A two stage crystal controlled ng was 
easy to build (still is if you have the tubes). We 
used plug-in coils to set up the band desired. 
The transmitter would start out on CW but 
later, by building a modulator to plate, or screen 
grid modulate the final it was not difficult to get 
on AM phone, either. The modulation 
transformer was the key to success. 

Being crystal controlled, most of us 
obtained several crystals, keeping in mind some 
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could be doubled and oscillate inside the next 
band up. Switching crystals was developed to 
allow all the crystals to be installed inside the 
rig. 

The next step was of course a VFO, 
which, in my case, drove me nuts for weeks 
trying to get my home brew VFO to stay on 
frequency. I ended up using both positive, and 
negative coefficient capacitors, thereby padding 
the oscillator, and a glass bead supported 
variable to tune the coil that was wound tightly 
‘on a ceramic form. Success came at last! It felt 
like chains had been removed and I was free! 

The little two-tube rig made many 
QSOs, some of them DX. The bands were not 
as crowded then as now and 50 watts worked 
fine on 20 or 40 meters. 

Hallicrafters came out with a two- 
tube rig, called the HT-17. I had the 
Hallicrafters S-100 receiver and the HT-17 
addition proved to be a perfect match. 

1 had much fun with a center fed 
dipole, and an end fed Zepp antenna. I used 
either a V-Beam or long wire pointed at Europe 
to enable me to compete with the W6 
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Kilowatters using beams. I heard one time that 
some Wés were running up to 5 kW. It seemed 
strange that at times when hardly any signals 
were heard that Californians were working DX. 
T always put it down as skip conditions, and 
geographic advantages! Hum! 

Later, I built a plumber’s delight 
beam, a mono-band three element Yagi. I did 
consider up to five elements for other bands; but 
I finally settled on a full size three element wide 
spaced Yagi for 20-meters. It was big, and I 
mean a really BIG antenna. 

My advice to new Amateurs just 
starting out: Don’t be suckered into all 
commercial equipment; try building it yourself. 
It is so satisfying to use homebrew gear and 
experiment with wire antennas. 

There are some good DX reaching 
models in the handbooks. Look them up and 
build one of them.
